Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the rejections based upon Leffingwell. Donley argued 
Leffingwell employs a dual layer underpad, rather than the present single layer underpad. I noted that this argument is 
unpersuasive based upon the Jepson claim format and the reliance on Leffingwell only to teach the importance of an 
artificial turf underpad to being cushioning and shock-absorbent, as well as water, chemical, and compression set 
resistant. We also discussed the sufficiency of the motivation to combine the references. Donley noted the arguments 
at page 6, last paragraph of Amendment C. I told him I would update the search of the prior art and call him back. 
When we spoke again, I noted that I had updated the search but was still unsure if I would apply any art in a new 
rejection. Donley agreed to respond with a new set of claims without the Jepson format and a reiteration of the 
arguments against motivation to combine. I agreed that I would cite any new art if not applied in a rejection and if a 
new rejection was made the action would be non-final. 
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
